If the reports about
the rejection of the freaty with the United
States and the irregularity in Mr. Barlin-
gane's eredentials are true, that gentleman
will be placed in a very embarrassing posi-
tion. We are very much inclined, however,
to doubt the whole story until some more
positive information is received, and if there
is any trouble, there is very little doubt that
